A Wellington tele^ara to the Daili/ 
Times states that Judge Harvey is to retire, and 
that thfcWork of the District Courts of the 
South Island will beappprtioned between Judges 
Ward and Broad. If this statement be true, 
Judge Ward will have to overtake the entire 
work of the East Coast of this Island, including 
the Otago goldfields, which is more than enough 
for one man. 

Mr G. Thomson, for some years con- 
, nected with Mr B. Naylor’s business at Clyde, 
has been appointed manager of the Bannockburn 
: Co-operative Store Company, There were a i 
number of applirauts for the position. We be- 
lieve the Company has started operations, but 
certains necessary details have to be arranged 
' before a number of branches of trade are 
: opened. 

At ita meeting lafit week, the Maniototo 
County Council reduced the salary of the Chair- 
man by £100, and also reiiuced councillors’ ex- 
penses one-half. Tho clerk and engineer were 
reduced £75 each, and the Council abolished the 
offioes of valuer and collector; the duties to be 
divided between the clerk and engineer. The 
engineer’s estimate for works was reduced from 
£7957 to £5000. 

Noaiinatlons for the Dunedin Cup and 
other events at the D, J, C. Autumn Meeting 
closed on Saturday evening. For tbe Cup there 
are 39 entries, the number fast year being 40 ; 
for the Publicans’ Handicap 25, last year 23 ; 
and for the Jockey Club Handicap 30, last year 
34. For the City Stakes Handicap, for two and 
three-year-olds (which takes the place of the St. 
Leger), there are this year 21 nominations. 

Tbe match between Mr Rane*s horse 
Maori Chief and Mr McKenna’s vetern Clyde^ 
stakes, £10 a*^side — came off on Saturday after- 
noon on the race-course* A fair number of 
witnesses were present, and afew poundsebanged 
hands over the event. The distance was one 
mile and a-faalf. The race proved a very hollow 
affair, the Bendigo horse having it all his own 
way after the first half-mile. It is evident the 
racing days of Clyde are over, and the many 
gallant struggles of the old favorite have earned 
for him repose in a well-grassed paddock for the 
remainder of his existence. 

The District Coroner, Major Keddell 

was this afternoon engaged in holding an ia- 
^uest into the cause of death of Frank Lyons, 
who died there on .Sunday evening after a linger- 
ing illness. After taking evidence, the jury 
(of whom Mr Herbert was foreman) returned a 
verdict that Lyons died from natural causes. A 
good deal of public feeling has been aroused as 
to why it was deemeii necessary to hold an 
official enquiry into the case at alL Deceased 
(who had been given up as incurable by two 
medical men) was under treatment for cancer by 
a local resident, and it is satisfactory to know 
that the enquiry held has exculpated him from 
in any way accelerating death, which ensued 
from exhaustion* 

Regarding the Fijian guilty of the recent 
murderous outrages at Auckland, detailed in 
another part of this paper, Mr Willcott states 
that Joe DOS been in his services since March 
1871, and partially nursed the boy whose life he 
attempted. Such was his confidence in Joe Lhat 
in )872, when the Tnoiintaiu tribes massacre<l 
Messrs Burns and MTntosh at Ban, he selected 
him out of 30 natives in his employ tu keep 
watch in turn with himself and his eldest boy, 
against night sarpriHes. He had twice seen Joe 
peculiar and eccentric-=^oncd after the me.asles ; 
but as some of the other islanders were affected 
in the same way, he thought nothing of it. 'fhe 
second time he oauld not account for it, and Joe 
seemed mentally deranged for two or three days. 
Mr W illcott says be can't account for his con- 
duct, save that he had a recurrence of his pre- 
viooafitsof mental derangement, and temporarily 
lost his reason. 

From Bendigo we learn that the Come-, 
in-Time Go, are pushing on tho work of erecting 
their battery vigorously, and expect to bo able 
to commence crushing about the first or secoud 
week in November. The Eureka Go. ’s mill and 
plant, which they purchased, has been rethoved 
to the site, and is in course of erection under the 
superintenJauceof Mr ^Valte^ Blane, engineer of 
the Cromwell Co , who is a large shareholder in 
the Gome-in-Time Go., and is naturally using 
every endeavor to make the battery as complete 
and perfect as possible. The battery, a first- 
class one, originally constructed by Langlands of 
Melbourne, has had a thorough overhaul, and 
all the foundations have been replaced by new 
logs. It is being erected at the lower part of the 
claim, about 150 yards below the present work- 
ings, and a double tram worked by a steel rope 
will convey the quarU to tbe mill. As there is 
a good frdl the full trucks will be able to pull 
back the empties, so tbat no power will bo re- 
quired to work the tram. It is expected when 
a start is made that four men will be able to 
break and send to the mill 100 tons per week. 
Pour others at the mill will make eight men, say 
at a cost of L26 per week. Put down other 
expenses, wear aud tear, at L16, and we have 
L42 per week os working ©xpenaes. Valuing 
the stone at the low average of half an ounce 
per ton, and cnisbing 100 tons per week, we 
have 50oa of gold, worth say L180, This would 
leave a nice margin of profit ; and there can be 
no doubt the company has a very valuable 
property, which we think will not be second to 
I the Cromwell Co. in its profits for some time.

THE MELBOURNE EXHIBITION. 

■» 

The Melbourne Exhibition was opened 
with great ceremony on Friday last by his 
Excellency the Governor, the Marquis of 
Normanby. 'The day was pr.oclaimed a 
public holiday in honor of the event, and it 
was strictly observed as such, all places of 
business being closed. The weather was 
fine, but soracAvhat cloudy and windy. Tho 
arrangements made for the opening of the 
Exhibition were excellent. There was no 
hitch of any. kind. The streets were 
thronged by crowds of people, who were 
very orderly. A brilliant illumination took 
place in the harbor at night, the sky being 
clear. There were numerous spectators. 
The attendance at the opening ceremony was 
6,500, and 16,000 visited the Exhibition 
during the day. The prize cantata, com- 
posed by M. Caron, was performed. It 
lasted an hour, and was a great success. 
There were 1,000 performers, the principal 
being the Simonsens, Mrs Cutter, Messrs 
Beaumont and Verdi. The vice regal party 
present at the opening comprised His Ex- 
cellency the Governor (the Marquis of Nor- 
manby) the Marchioness of Normanby, tho 
Duke of Manchester, Lord - Augustus and 
Lady Loftns, Sir William and Lady Jervois, 
and the Misses Jervois, Sir William Bobinson 
(Governor of Western Australia) and Lady 
Robinson, Sir Francis Smith (acting Go- 
vernor of Tasmania) and Lady Smith, and 
Commodore Wilson, and their respective 
suites. The coriige consisted in kll of 12 
well-appointed carriages. The military and 
naval forces consisted of 600 British, 300 
foreign blue jackets, and the provincial and 
nietropoliton volunteers. 



BRITISH AND FOREIGN NEWS,

[By Cable.] 

London, October 1. 

The latest news to hand from the combined 
fleet is that Admiral Seymour hss decided to 
leave Ragusa on Monday, and proceed - south to 
the Gulf of Cattora, which is deemed a safer 
place of anchorage. Nothing definite has yet 
bean decided as to when the fleet will proceed 
to Dulcigno. 

At a Cabinet Council held yesterday. Lord 
Oranville, Foreign Secretary, informed his 
colleagues that he had bad an interview with 
Musuras Vaaha, the Turkish Ambassador, re- 
garding the diffioulty between Turkey and the 
Powers, and he (Lord Granville) wais able to say 
that the Porte was receding from the position 
it had taken up, and was now endeavoring to 
dissuade the Aibauians from olfering resistance 
to the cession of Dulciwio to Montenegro. 

It has been agreed by the Great Powers to 
await the proposal to be made by the Porte on 
Monday with regard to the cession of Dulcigno 
to the Montenegrins. 

Further advices to hand state that the 
AlbaDisua are mustering in strong force at 
Dulcigno. 

One thousand pounds reward has been offered 
for the discovery of tbe murderer of Viscount 
Mountmorria, who was shot dead in his carriage 
at Lonburn a few days ago. 

CoNSTANTlKOPLE, September 29. 

Reinforcemenla of troops are being Sent under 
Riza Pasha, the Turkish commander, to 
Dulcigno, in view of possible hostilities with the 
Montenegrins. 

October 1 . 

The Porte has to-day addressed a request to 
the Powers, through tbs Ambassadors hers, 
asking that it may be allowed to delay until 
Monday, when it promises that definite steps 
shall be taken to bring about the solntion of the 
Montenegrin difficulty.

Sir, — -It is sometimes said that the Alex- 
andra correspondent of the Clyde newspaper ■ 
is no other than the proprietor or editor of 
that illustrious literary production. There 
are occasions when the views and language 
of the supposed correspondent seem wonder- 
fully like those of the master mind which 
guides the Dunslan Timesi Its' issue of the 
1st October is a case in point ; but it is just 
as well to attempt to make a water-race run 
up hill as to do what this Clyde newspaper is 
continually trying to do — viz., to bolster up 
a system which simply means the keeping up 
of a small township by means of Government 
and other officials, whose services could be 
dispensed with — locally at any rate — to the 
benefit of the public purse.

clique use every means to compel other 
districts to support their township. The idea 
of indirectly subsidising a town which cannot 
support itself is a somewhat curiou^ experi- 
ment in' these times of financial depression.

Sow celery in a 
rich, ' moist spot; and protect ' from heavy 
rains until it is well up.- Sow melons and 
cucumbers ' >ou' hot-beds,:, also .' vegetable 
marrow. Pumpkins, squashes, topiatoes, 
capsicums, '&c., to. brii^ them forward to be 
planted out. Keep the' Dfltoh hoe ihcrtsantly 
at work during hfight sunshine. Stir up the 
surface of the ground as recommended in the 
direction for laSt month. , 

. ^ruif Garden . — In exposed places precau- 
tions should be taken without delay to 
shelter fruit tress in blossom'. Some tall 
scrub stuck into the ground placed against a 
temporaiT rail, and secured with cord, will 
answer the purpose until more permanent 
shelter be provided— a matter which should 
never be lost sight of by those who wish to 
have productive gardens and cOmfortabls 
dwellings. Remove weeds and dead leaves 
from strawberries, and apply a mulching of 
stable manure between the rows, to keep the 
plants moist during dry weather ; the juice 
of the- manure; washed down by every 
shower, will prove beneficial. Trained peach 
and apricot trees may be disbudded, remov- 
ing only a few at a time, to prevent a sudden 
check on the growth of the trees. • On dry 
borders, mulch the roots of trained trees, 
lioiver Garden!.— Geraniums and other pot 
plants (in -doors) will require strict attention 
as to watering, and about once a week a good 
watering with clear liquid manure will benefit 
them. Forward plants will require shifting 
into larger pots, taking care always to have 
some well-prepared mould in readiness for 
the purpose. ,8ow seeds Of both tender and 
hardy annuals and perenials. Plant carna- 
tions, pinks, pansies, and other flowering 
plants. Verbenas, scarlet geraniums, fuehias, 
and dahlias, plant out towards the end of the 
month. 

Concerning blight in spple trees; p corres- 
pondent in the A MefTniastdi; writes : If it be any 
benefit to those growing apples, I will give yon 
a cure for the same, taken by me from the 
Farm and Garden, published in South Australia. 
I have some trees still fruit-bearing, dressed but 
once 16 years' since ; and only last week a 
gardener to whom I gave the receipt says it is 
the only cure he has found, It is very simple 
and inexpensive, and is as follows : Lay bare the 
roots of the tree most affected ; let them lie open 
to the weather a few days and nights ; then 
sprinkle a good dusting of sulphur over them, 
and cover them up again, painting tho whole of 
the stem and branches with castor oil. . This, as 
I have said before, I have proved effectual, and 
do not know one who has tried it but with

MANAGING HOUSE PLANTS. 

1. How to water plants. 'When the soil be. 
comes dry, which may be known by the appear, 
ance of the surface and the sides of the pots, 
water should be applied until it begins to run 
into the saucer. ■ No water shonld be given 
until the soil becomes dry,' or nearly so, which 
will depend upon tho dryness of the atmosphere, 
the amount of soil in the pot, and the amount of 
foliage on the plant, when water should be used 
aa before ; the true principle being to keep the 
soil, as nearly aa possible, in the same condition, 
As for the best growth in' the out-door garden, 
more plants arfe injured by over-watering than 
under watering ; yet plants shonld not always 
be allowed to get so dry aa to wilt very much. 
Pots should be washed as often as any fungus 
or mould appears, ■ , - ■ ' 

: 2. How to prepare the earth. The . best soil 
for house plants is one containing some undecayed 
organic matter, such aa leaf mould or partly 
decayed soils) with a small admixture of sand. 
In potting, the soil must he pressed firmly 
around the roots of the plant, and the pot filled 
within one half inch of the surface ; then apply 
a dressing of some kind or other. , - 

3. How to plant roots .and, bulbs. Bulbs of 
hyacinths, tulips, crocuses, lilies, Ac , which 
uaturaliy grow at some distance from the surface 
of the soil, should be planted in pots and kept 
in some cool, dark place, until the roots are 
developed — the darkness having the effect of 
keeping back tbs tops until the roots have made 
a good growth. Oxalis, begonias, gloxinias, 
catantinus, and other bulbs or: bulbous-rooted 
plants, while at rest, must be kept in a warm, 
dry place, in the soil they grew ,in, and not 
watered until growth commences ; when they 
should.be potted in fresh soil, and, as soon aa 
vigorous growth begins, again water as directed 
above. 

4. How to slip and toot plants. Nearly all 
kinds of plants may he easily rooted in bottles 
of ■water, or iu saucers, in which is kept sand 
th.at is kept very moist, so that water will stand 
upon the surface ; these must be kept in a wans 
place and occasionally in the full sunshine, 
\Ahen fully rooted, put in good soil in small 
pots. Cuttings shonld be made of the soft growth 
two or three inches in length ; cut at any con- 
venient point with a sharp knife. 

6. How to cut back plants. Plants grown in 
the house are best kept in shape by pinching 
the end buds of those shoots that grow too 
vigorously. This is much better than allowing 
a few shoots to grow, nntil they need support 
and th™ catting them back. In taking up 
plants from the garden for house culture it a 
best to cut back 'at Uast one-half, and, after 
potting in good soil, water at once, -aud put in * 
'cool,' shaded place. ■ , li 1 . .'j ...li

Recent telegrams give the subjoined ^de- 
tails of the murderous acts of the Fijian at 
Auckland, who, after all but mortally wound- 
ing Mr Willcott’e youngest son, attacked 
a defenceless man named Henry L. Reece, 
and killed him deqd on the spot with a blow 
from an axe : — 

The native who committedj'the^murder 
had always been trustworthy and steady, and 
was a great favorite with; the Wiloott family. 
Between eight and nine o'clock on the night 
of the murders, Richard Sankey, aged 11, 
and Gibson Wiloott, aged 11,, was. sitting at 
a table in the kitchen playing cribbage. 
Richard Sankey waa seated in a chair, with 
his back towards the kitchen door, which 
opens inwards. Daniel Sankey sat.’at the 
middle of ' the table with his face to the 
window and with his side turned towards 
anyone entering the kitchen. Gibson Wil- 
cott, the lad who was most injured, aat>atthe 
otlier end of the table facing the entrance to 
the kitchen. The Fijian went into the yard 
but bad not been gone more than a minute, 
when he was beard calling out to Gibson 
Wilcott to come outside. The boy replied to 
his suraraona, “ No, I will not come.” In 
another instant the Fijian quickly entered 
the room, passed the boy Richard, who was 
partly screened by thedoor, but immediately 
aimed a blow at Daniel Sankey with an axe 
which he had taken from the yard. 'The axe 
is a broad one, with a short handle, which 
the Fijian had used to cut firewood with. 
He was also otherwise engaged at the time 
cleaning boots and knives, and doing little 
odd jobs about the house. The axe struck 
Richard Sankey on the cheek, only inflicting 
a graze, and scarcely penetrating the skin, 
but leaving a mark. The Fijian struck him 
a second blow across the back, again probably 
with the back side of the weapon, inflicting 
a contusion, from which the boy suffers some- 
what. A third blow struck the boy on the 
arm, and he fell under the table. The 
Fijian next attacked the. third boy, Gibson 
Wilcott, aiming a desperate blow with the 
axe at his skull, and penetrating it. Mean- 
time Richard Sankey had hid, and now ran 
out of the kitchen and gave the alarm. His 
cries esused the Fijian to beat a precipitate 
retreat before completely accomplishing his 
fienoiah purpose. The tjvo boys Daniel San- 
key and Gibson Wilcott rose from the floor, 
which was sprinkled with blood, escaped 
through the bedroom adjoining the kitchen, 
and made their way to the verandah. Mr 
hankey was in the dining-room at the time 
of the attack, and, owing to the incoherency 
of his son Dick, was for some time unable to 
gather anything like an intelligible idea of 
what had occurred, When he reached the 
kitchen the Fijian had disappeared, 

Melville who captured the Fijian the 
morning after Reece was murdered, says : — 
‘My wife told me there was a black man in 
the wash-house, and that the servant had 
been frightened by seeing him looking out. 
1 dressed as quickly as possible and came out 
quickly to the wash-house, and there saw a 
blackfellow standing near the corner of the 
door. He waa standing upright, his body 
being hidden inside by the corner of the 
building, and his head peering out. I saw 
that he held one hand behind him, and from 
what transpired afterwards I believe that he 
must have been endeavoring to conceal an 
axe. I asked him what he wanted, and he 
made no reply. Imagining that he was a 
half-witted Maori, and had been seeking 
shmter for the night, I took him by the collar 
of his coat and gently showed him the way 
outside. I was not rough to him. I then 
saw the axe in his hand, and I stepped back 
a pace or two. He immediately advanced 
towards me, aiming a blow at me with the 
^ into the house by tho back door 
—about a dozen yards from the wash-house 
—very narrowly escaping a blow aimed at 
me as he ran after me. I had no sooner 
got into the house than 1 heard a noise as 
if he were attacking some one outside. 
Coming out again, I at once saw that he 
had knocked down the washerwoman ; she 
was lying outside the wash-house and close 
to the side of it. She told me afterwards 
that she had a struggle with the fellow and 
tried to keep his axe back, but when she got 
hold of the axe ha rushed away, caught up a 
small axe close by that is used for. breaking 
lumps of coal, and struck her with it perpen- 
dicularly in line with the nose, inflicting an 
ugly gash. He then struck her again, inflict- 
ing a frightful wound in her arm. When he 
saw me approaching he relinquished his 
attack and prepared to meet mo. I ran and 
picked lip a piece of wood about 0 inches in 
diameter and 5ft or 6ft in length, weighing 
about 301b. (Melville is an invalid, but he 
made up for want of strength by the resolu- 
tion with which he was nerved by the emerg- 
ency). When I picked up this piece of wood 
he was two yards away— not within striking 
distance. . I aimed a blow with this piece of 
wood at his head, and he aimed a blow at 
mine. I raised the piece of wood upwards 
from tho ground, in order to meet his blow, 
which knocked the wood out of my hand ; 
but 1 picked it up quickly, just as he was 
ainiing another blow at me with tho axe, I 
again struck at him from the ground, and as 
the blow descended the handle of the axe 
broke off short near the head. My wife says 
the handle waa a little worn perhaps vfitli 
chopping. _ Seeing only the handle left in his 
hand, I aimed another blow with the wood 
at his head. This time I hit him and knocked 
him down. I aimed another blow at his 
head, struck him again, and waa determined 
to make sure of him. He put up his hands 
to prevent it, and the blow cowed him ; I, 
however, did not hit with all my force as I 
waa afraid t should kill him. I then shouted 



lustily for a rope to bind 'his hands. V My 
wife came out with a revolver, at the sight of 
(vKioh hdheld up his hands, ’pleading for his 
jife; Hd made signs and said something 
in his own tongue.; '■ ■iH.d then pointed 
away tn a distance, and I understood him to 
njean tjiat he was willing to go quietly. ,My 
wife then brought a rope, with whinh I tied 
his hands firmly. . I then got the- assistance 
of Messrs Appleby, Ladgrove, and Fjy... We. 

: did not know of the; murder, and thinking 
that he might be an escaped lunatic, Fry 
rode off for two warders, who came and 
pinioned the man firmly and took him into 
town. 

Horrible Patalit7 on the West' Coast. 

^ At about three o’clock yesterday morning 
(21st September) says the Wtst Coast 
Times) Constable M'Kenna, who was 
on duty^ in Revell - street, observed a 
blaze, which he believed to be caused by a 
burning house, in a direction between the 
Hau Hau and Blue Spur. He saw the flames 
plainly from the corner of Weld and Revell 
streets, and considered they were visible for 
fully 20 minutes. He reported the matter 
to Inspector Kiely, who dispatched mounted 
Constable Hanna to make enquiries in the 
locality, where the fire had apparently taken 
place. Constable Hanna accordingly pro- 
ceeded to the Hau Hau, and returned with a 
report from Constable Stephenson, who is 
stationed at Kanieri, giving Information of 
the horrible deaths by burning of a m,irried 
woman named Margaret Hutchison and her 
infant child, four months old. 

Constable Stephenson’s report is that at 
six o’clock yesterday morning, David Hutchi- 
son stated to him that his wife and youngest 
child had been burned to death the night 
previous at their house on Tucker Flat, a 
short distance from Kanieri township. Con- 
stable Stephenson immediately visited the 
place, and found the charted remains of a 
body, which he caused to be conveyed to the 
Kanieri. Both legs and one arm were burned 
away, while the head was partly consumed. 
Search was made for the- remains of the 
infant but nothing could be found. 

From further enquiries it has been learned 
that the house, which is 24tt by 12ft, con- 
sisted of two rooms only, a kitchen and bed- 
room. At about 11 o’clock on Monday 
evening, Daniel Hutchison, husband of the 
deceased woman, returned home from 
Kanieri. _ He found his wife lying on a 
stretcher in the kitchen or front room, with 
tho youngest child, the baby, lying asleep in 
a cradle close behind the stretoher. The 
baby was asleep, but Mrs Hutchison was 
awake. No conversation took/place, between 
the husband and wife, and the former went 
into the back or bedroom, where there were 
five children asleep. He then retired to rest, 
leavinjg hU wife and the baby in the front 
room in tho positions already described, the 
wife being covered with a blanket. There 
was then a fire in the fireplace, and a lighted 
kerosene lamp stood on a table in the front 
room. Mr Hutchison went to sleep, and was 
awoke at about 3 a.m. by a glare of light and 
a ^quantity of smoke. He called out to his 
wife, but getting no reply he rushed into the 
kitchen when he found the roof and side 
Walls in a blaze of fire. Ha seized hold of 
his wife by the feet, shook her, and shouted 
to her to get up, but she neither replied or 
made any attempt to move. Ha could not get 
to the front door, which was bolted, in con- 
sequence of the flames, so he ran back to the 
bedroom, raised a window, and put out the 
five children, who escaped safely. By that 
time ho found it impossible to get into the 
front room again. He sent for assistance to 
a neighbor, and endeavors were made to put 
out the fire, but they were unavailing, the 
house and all its contents being totally 
consumed. 

[Hutchison has since been arrested on a 
ehpga of murdering his wife and son. The 
prisoner has been remanded for eight days.] 

It may not be generally known that it is 
not lawful for any person to construct any 
private line of electric communication by 
telephone, unless the sanction of the Gover- 
nor-in-Oouncil be first obtained for that 
purpose. The penalty is not to exceed £20 
for every day whereon he Shall so offend. 

Mr Almao, of Dunedin, has recently tried 
an experiment which will prove beneficial to 
the colony. He forwarded a quantity of 
New Zealand rabbit skins to America and 
had the fur made into soft felt hats, which 
reflect the utmost credit upon the New York 
firm 'entrusted with the work. Almao is so 
satisfied with his experiment that he has 
already collected about 600 rabbit skins for 
shipment to New York. 

^ At Chriitohurch the other day, a deputa- 
tion asked the Premier to extend some help 
to the committee who had got up tho review 
recently held there. There was a deficiency 
of £443, for which members were about to 
be sued. It waa stated that grants has been 
made in aid of the review at Dunedin and 
Invercargill. The Premier said he was afraid 
no help could be given, but he would see 
whether tho Defence Department had any 
money to spare. 

Considerable surprise will be felt at the 
news of the death, on the 23rd September, 
of Mr G. F, Grace, the well-known Glou- 
cestershire cricketer, and brother of Mr W. 
G. Grace, the champion. The deceased 
gentleman played in the All-England match 
against the Australians on the 7th, 8th, and 
9th ultimo, but did not score in either 
innings. His death must therefore have 
been rather sudden. He was a fine all-round 
player, and his presence will be greatly 
tnissed from the cricket field, -
